'IIHE ROCK CREEK QUARTZ STRIKE 

To riiK EiiiToit: — As tho ccduinns of 
Tlir, C(M.o.Ni.sr are always olien to any 
subject id' interest connected with tho 
welfare and progress of our province, 1 
feel no excuse is needed in sending you a 
few imrticulars of tho recent quartz strike 
on Rock creek. Rock creek is situated 
between the ( Ikaiiagoii and Kettle rivers, 
llowing info the latter, and is one of the 
oiliest mining caiiijis of British Columbia; 
and though suico tho very early days no 
great number of white men have worked 
the crook, desultory mining has been 
carried on, principally by Cliinese, with 
more of less success for the last twent)'- 
tive years, and in the aggregate a largo 
amount of gold has been t.akon out. Some 
two or three ye.ars ago a vein of ipiartz 
was discovered hi the North Fork of 
Rock Creek, from which some good assays 
wore obtained. Considerable fnoney has 
been expended in developing this lode, 
known as tlie"Victoria Claim, "by Messrs. 
Haynes it Bush of Osoyoos, and to-day 
these gentlemen have a valuable property. 
The known existence of this mine prob- 
ably led to the present discovery of 
Messrs. Rice, McKinnoy, Bunihaiu and 
Lo Fevre. These gentlemen are old 
ipiiu l/ miners, and having been prospoot- 
iiig in the Cieur d'.-\leiie and Colvillo 
dislrict.s, were fortunately indiiceil to try 
llieii luck ill British Columbia, with the 
result of making one of the richest surface 
discoveries iiortli of California. 

Camp McKuiney, named after the ac- 
tual discoverer, Mr. A. McKinnoy, is sit- 
uated tietweeii tlie forks of i{ock creek 
and about four miles east <d the \'ictoria 
claim. The altitude of the camp by aner- 
oid ineaHurement was found to be •H'Jo ft. 
and the physical features of itn surround- 
ings have all the characteristics of a min- 
ei.d country, tho form.itioii consisting of 
slate, porpliiy and ipiartzite and the gen- 
eral course (d the stratiticaln n north-east 
and south-west. (Jn the snil;iee gold ia 
found free, and in coiijii ciioi, with tel- 
uriaii on sinking, suiphurets come in, and 
the ore assumes a more rebellious charac- 
ter. Probably more than a hundred loca- 
tions liave been made in addition to the 
ten discovery claims, named rcipoctix ely 
the •"Carilioo" and the "Amelia." From 
the former id' these claims sonio very 
I'icli rook has boon taken, and ° a 
a sight of Messrs. Rice and MoKinney'a 
"jewel case" containing some of their 
choicest specimens ia sulhcient to con- 
vince the most sceptical. 

I'rospectiiig is carried on with some 
flitlieulty, as tho country is covered with 
a dense growth of iniderbrusb and Doug- 
las pine, and as a gentleman remarked, 
he could not uiiderstaud how Messrs. Mc- 
Kinnoy and party had boon able to find 
their way in such thick timber. But. 
these ,ire sni;ill matters to the hardy 
ijuarty proijiector, wdio being blessed witli 
a quick eye and iiuloiuitable grit, tho 
piece of "tloat" must be wou-biddoix 
which escapees him, and already the work 
of the i|Uart/. pick may lie found in plucoii 
where a di-er could hardly feel aahanied 
at being lost. 

The camp has been viait, d by several 
milling experts from the I'l iied States 
anil all are much improsseu with the rich 
prospects, and are of the opinion that the 
proper iiinciiiiiery is the only thing want- 
uiL' lo devidoi) one of tho best camps on 
the I'acitie coast. It is to be hoiied the 
camp will be f.-ivored by a visit, fioni A'ic- 
(oriaiis wlioarc interesled,and there must 
he money in tlie mineral wealth of our 
iu<,\ iiice. I can assure them they will be 
well received, fiu' a more agreeable or 
liosiiit.'ible lid of men llian are congre- 
g;iled ill C,-iiiip .McKiiiuey il would bo 
dilliciilt to llnd. l''ori-iiiosl among them 
I must nieiiiioii .Mr. Buinham of the 
"Amelia," a "prince of good fellows," 
who has a w rici iiiie for all. 

Ml, Sieve r,iniier, late of tho Cariboo 
lioteh (li,aiiiti- i-ieek, lias started a hutol;

It is unworthy the slightest en 
couragenieiit; and when it boldly asserts 
that it IS preveiiled liy llie insurance com- 
panies from landing al \'ietoria it aihls 
lalsehood to its mealiness. In aiioihur 
coluiiin a hical llriii of m;iriiie uiidiM-- 
writors oiler to Udve £20,000 on ev<!i y 
China steamer bound fur Victoria at j: oi 
one per chiU. and permit them to cnii .il 
Victoria lioth ways wilhiput addilioiial 
charge or risk of any kind. ( tl her lirms 
will accept risks to any amount on these 
Bteaniers at I of one per cent, to N'.-m 
couvor or ^ of one per cent, to \ ictona, 
and will consent thatall steamers bound to 
Vancouver shall callat Victoria, lioth ways, 
without additional charge. How ihx^s thi.s 
faot comport with the Tiuu.i' si.ilenieni 
that the "increased nisuranctr' for ealbm;

liave the best authority for saying that 
every facility has been held o'll to these 
iteamers to ilo the fair I h.iig liy N'lcloria 
commerce. Not idone lia\ .• h)W rates ol 
iiiBuranee been secured them but pilotage 
has been reduced from §;( to ^1 per loot 
and port charges made nominal. What 
more do these men want <" If thoy have 
net secured the whole earth they have got 
a very large share of it in the NorlliweHt 
and yet like tho horseleech'H daughter 
they still cry "(iive ! give !"

UASCALLY POLICE MANAGEMENT. 

There has rocen .ly been an expuac at 
Bombay, India, thai alibrda some useful 
lessons. The' police force atlministration 
C(unpri8e8 three commissioners, a chief 
superintendent and a captain id detec- 
tives. Tho latter ollicer ajipears to be the 
Deuti ex ^^(ll■hin<l that runs the whole con- 
cern. He has tho commissioners and 
chief superintendont completely under his 
thumb, and it turns out that ha has amas- 
sed a fortune, amotmting tq a million ru- 
pees, all of which, it is said, has been dis- 
lionestlj' and corruptly squeezed out of 
crime and criminalH. The commissioners 
alone could remove him, but thoy were 
afraid of him because ho knew too much. 
They had attained to respectability, but 
their early beginnings wore (luoor, and 
this he well knew. One coinmiBfiioner 
had killed a sailor, hut had never been 
brought to justice, and as nuirder does not 
there outlaw, his subserviency to his un- 
derling is not ditlicult to understand. 
.•\ni)ther of the comniisHionors had, in 
early life, defaulted ni the sum of 800,(K)0 
rupees whilst in a responsible position in 
the service of the Marajah of Lahore, but 
had been lot off easy, and for the sake of 
his family and his position in society, did 
not wish to ha\-e the circuiiistances re- 
called. The third commissioner WHS a man 
of exalted rank, hut had been caiiLilit in 
Jlii'jyii iilr ili'lictn with a child tweho years 
of age, but the matter hiid been liuslied 
up for him by the captain of detectives. 
Tho commissioner also lived for years in 
criminal relations with another man's 
wife, which, although not an unpardon- 
able otl'ense in tho eyes of Bombay society, 
was yet a matter which the connuissioner 
could not afford to have reach the ears of 
certain missionaries who have intluence 
with the home government. The commis- 
sioners are removable, but only by the 
■governor-general at Oalcuttji, who is ex- 
eeedinolv hard to ap]iroach, and still 
harder to convince when the conduct of 
the otiicial class is called in ({ueation. .Vs 
a matter of fact no serious eomi)laints by 
anyliody of suthcient intluence to demand 
a heating had been made. The Parseo 
merchants and British residents of the 
jilace are not noted for their morality 
or respect for certain laws, which 
they think slimdd bu made to 
apply i tdv to tho Lascars, Sepoys and 
Coolies, The captain of deteclivos was 
made the friend of these rich men, and 
found it to his interest to pull them 
through any scrapes they iiiighl gel into, 
and procure them immunity geiu'i'ally. 
He thus gained knowledge that was pow- 
er, and secured intluence that he believed 
would bo irresistible should his own con- 
duct bo cidled into question. At last the 
Bombay Tinu's took Ik dd of the .strongly- 
intrenched othcial, and has linally brought 
him to bay. At last accounta he was in 
jail awaiting trial on several indictiuonls, 
and his property bad been attached by 
the government. Tho commiHsioners had 
resigned, and were officially and si>cially 
di.sgraced, and an investigation, with a 
view t:i a re organization of the pidice, 
was being held. These Tcsnlts were 
greatly hastened by the folly of the cap- 
tain in bringing a criminal action for libel 
against the editor, who, being a man of 
weight and influence, demanded and oli- 
taimid tUe suspeiisiun of the commission- 
ers fi-om ollice pending the trial. This 
opened the moUths of witnesses and gave 
them courage to tell what they knew. 
The result was an exposure that ha.s 
greatly exercised all classes, and has ex. 
cited the native mind be)'oijd measure. 
It Wits proved that the rascally ollicer hail 
incited Climes ;nid jirotited by them; that 
he liad invariably purch.'ised witnesses for 
rich litigants and against poor ones; tli.il 
he had c:orrupled lHor<' t lian one of the 
coui'ls: that he had enabled eriminalK to 
escape for large sums of money; that he 
liai sold pos tions on the force for .")(X) 
ru[ ees each; 'hat he had farmed out the 
criminal iiuarters o' the city t(j such olli- 
eers r.s would pay the must f(/r the privi- 
lege; that the commissioners and the su- 
perintendent wore mere ciiihers in his 
lianils, and that men had mysteriously 
disap[ienred or lieen made away with 
whom he was known to lie "down upon." 
Of course ail this is very shocking, and 
ciiM not hajiiien in Victoria. Hut it 
teaches the Icssoli, which should he taken 
to lie.iil heie and now, that it is the ten- 
dency of j)(dico forces, not subject to the 
most rigid control, to run to terrorism, 
tyranny and corruption. 

Ni:w VonK is a city noted for a gre.it 
many tilings. It has an immense |iopii- 
latioii, and that pojiulation is rapidly in- 
creasing. < )f this fact the world is kept 
well posted by the patriotic zeal of its in- 
li.iliitaiils. They have a hiirning desire 
that I heii met ropolis shall oulgrow Paris 
and luM'ome the .seeipiid city in th(( world. 
Consripieiil ly the nmuher of peo])le who 
lia\f made a residenci^ on Manhatlaii 
Island, -ind the extent of vacant space on 
saiil island which may lie coviired liy hu- 
man haliilations is remdarly re](oiteil to 
the world. I'nt present and prospective 
liigiiess is hardly the chief charai'l erist iu 
of (iothain as viewed from the Rt.aiidpoinl 
of an outsider. By reading the New York 
papers and from sources of information, 
we learn that this town has a remarkalde 
iiiiiiilier of cfiniinalH, even for its size. 
.Mtliougli as a I'ule they do not say niucli 
about it, there is no doubt that the rosi 
dents see this ugly faot as widl as we do; 
.and the worst thing about it is that in 
spite of a vast police force, which some 
body has called the tinest in the world, 
the amount of violent and obtriisi\e 
wrongdoing seems to he conslanlly in 
creasing. I'l'iphably il is extiemidy dilli 
cull I o pnn'ent this undesirabh- develop 
inent in a city whose (leople have come 
from almost every land under the sun. 
The mooting and the intermingling of so 
niany races tend to keep tho whide social 
estalilislinu.Mit at boiling heat, in which 
condition most of the badness comes to 
the surface, and idl sorts of ollicials are 
ke])l busy enough skiiiiining it off. Just 
now the good New Yorkers are inspired 
by a kiml of holy de-i;,.: to purify their 
darling 'dty In seejiiiig out wicked Miiro- 
penns. Every emigrant landing at Castle 
• ianleii upon whom the least suspicion is 
cast, has to furnish evidence of bis honest 
intentions before he is allowed toprocei^d. 
Recently a man from England was ari esi - 
ed and taken before a police jmlgo, ag/dnst 
whom there weri! tm charges whatever. 
The detectives explained that tlu^y were 
afr.-iid he might hecoiiie a inalefacto !■, and 
they "wislKMl to show him to the mom- 
bi i'Hof thu force, so tliiit they would kn(jw 
him if in thu future ho attempted any 
crooked opomtions." This man liappuna 
to bo a British subject, and his arrest 
without I ho slightest legal reason may 
lead to more troiilde than the offioiouB de- 
tective* everdrettmed oL
